Assignment  Booklet  7B 

The  last  part  of  Module  7 focuses  on  expressing  opinions  in  writing  and  speech.  Students  also  learn 
more  about  using  adjectives  and  adverbs  correctly. 

Section  3:  Voicing  Your  Views 

In  Section  3,  students  read  articles  and  poems  dealing  with  issues  that  many  people  feel  strongly 
about.  Students  work  on  their  own  ability  to  express  their  views  persuasively. 

• In  the  first  two  activities,  students  read  several  texts  in  which  a point  of  view  or  argument  is 
expressed.  They’re  asked  to  think  about  issues  related  to  the  environment  and  prejudice. 
These  activities  are  designed  to  encourage  students  to  think  about  an  issue  that’s  important  to 
them.  Help  your  student  identify  an  issue  that  could  serve  as  a topic  for  an  essay  and  speech. 

• In  Activity  3,  students  learn  how  to  present  an  opinion  persuasively;  they’re  asked  to  select  a 
topic  and  write  an  essay  on  it.  This  assignment  is  different  from  a research  report  (although 
students  may  need  to  do  some  research  before  writing  their  essays).  The  main  purpose  of  this 
essay  is  to  discuss  an  issue,  voice  an  opinion  on  it,  and  support  the  opinion  with  reasons  or 
examples.  Students  should  read  the  checklist  and  review  the  assessment  criteria  in  the 
Assignment  Booklet  before  beginning  the  essay.  Remind  your  student  to  use  the  writing 
process  learned  in  Module  1 to  complete  this  assignment. 

• In  Activity  5,  students  practise  presenting  a speech  effectively.  They  also  listen  to  a speech 
on  the  English  Language  Arts  Audio  CD  and  evaluate  the  speaker’s  delivery.  In  the 
Assignment  Booklet,  the  students  are  asked  to  rehearse  making  a speech  (based  on  the  essay 
written  in  the  previous  assignment)  and,  when  ready,  to  record  it.  Assist  your  student  to  make 
a satisfactory  recording.  You  may  wish  to  listen  to  or  view  the  recording  with  the  student  and 
help  him  or  her  see  how  improvements  could  be  made.  If  this  process  is  successful,  another 
recording  should  be  made  to  submit  for  assessment. 

• In  their  Assignment  Booklets,  students  are  also  instructed  to  present  their  speeches  to  a live 
audience.  Arrange  for  at  least  one  person  to  listen  to  your  student’s  speech  and  assess  it, 
using  the  Evaluation  of  Speech  form  provided  in  the  Assignment  Booklet.  If  you’ve  been 
assisting  the  student  to  write  the  essay  and  rehearse  and  record  the  speech,  try  to  find 
someone  more  objective  to  act  as  the  audience. 

• In  the  Final  Module  Assignment,  students  are  asked  to  revise  and  edit  one  journal  entry.  Help 
your  student  select  the  best  journal  entry  and  discuss  ways  to  improve  the  writing  without 
losing  its  personal  perspective.

• Make  eye  contact  with  the  audience. 

• Choose  an  appropriate  pace  (speed)  for  delivering  the  speech.  Don’t  pause  awkwardly, 
but  don’t  speak  too  quickly. 

• Choose  an  appropriate  volume.  Be  sure  that  everyone  can  hear  you. 

• Use  expression.  Sound  enthusiastic  about  your  topic. 

• Stand  upright.  Don’t  slouch  or  make  distracting  movements. 

• Look  pleasant.  Don’t  frown  or  look  impassive.
